Bill in Massachusetts Legislature to 

Regulate Pawnb:okers’ Business. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 8.—Representative 
John B. Dummond has introduced in the 
House a bill to regulate the business of 
pawnbrokers. The rates of interest now 
charged by pawnbrokers in this city are 
established by the Board of Police. The 
schedule now in force is as follows: For 
$1 or less, first week, 5 cents; each week 
after, 2 cents. For $1 to $3, first week, 4 
per cent.; each week after, 24% per cent. 
For $3 to $10, first week, 3 per cent.; 
each week after, 2 per cent. For $10 t 
$25, first week, 2%4 per cent.; each week 
after, 2 per cent. For $25 to $50, first 
week, 2 per cent.; each week after, I per 
cent. For $50 to $100, first week, 11% per 
cent.; each week after 1 per cent. The 
rates established in Mr. Dummond’s bill 
are: For $3 or less, 4 per cent, a month; 
$3 to $10, 3 per cent. a month; $10 to $25. 
2 per cent. a month; $25 and upward, 1! 
per cent. a month.

At present a pawnbroker’s fee in this 
city is $50; Mr. Drummond’s bill raises it 
to $250. In New York the fee is $500. The 
bill increases the bond from $300 to $2,000. 
In New York a $3,000 bond is required 

Pawnbrokers are now required to keep 
articles four months; the bill increases the 
time to eight months. In New York the 
limit is 12 months. The penalty for viola- 
tion of this act is a fine of not less than 
$150 and not more than $500, or imprison- 
ment for 90 days, or both. 





Ex-Secretary G. W. Hill, of the Manhattan 
Silver Plate Co,, a Suicide. 

Lyons, N. Y., Feb. 12.—George W. Hill, 
ex-secretary of the Manhattan Silver Plate 
Co.,and tor many years an influential Brook- 
lyn Republican, committed suicide early 
this morning at the Hotel Iroquois, in Sy- 
racuse, by taking arsenic. He was born in 
Brooklyn, in 1833, and soon afterwards went 
to Germany with his parents. He at- 
tended the Jena University, graduating in 
medicine. The family was for political rea- 
sons obliged to leave Germany, and Dr. 
Hill entered the French army as surgeon, 
serving through one war. Returning to 
America, he served through the civil war on 
the Union side. Becoming almost totally 
deaf, he abandoned medicine and was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper by Charles Wheeler 
Barnes and James H. Young, in Brooklyn, 
until the Manhattan Silver Plate Co. was 
formed. He came to Lyons with that cor- 
poration, eventually becoming secretary of 
that company and of the New Haven Silver 
Plate Co. He was one of the incorporators 
of the Bank of Wayne and started to 
form rival silver plated ware corporations 
here and in Syracuse, to his great loss. 
His real estate became encumbered, his 
fortune dropped away, and two weeks ago 
his property was sold at foreclosure sale, 
leaving him penniless. 

He left a long statement alleging facts 
contributing to his financial downfall which

terials, whose relation is so difficult to ascertain 
at one time, and is so constantly changing, and 
more especially when a simple and certain remedy 
is within the reach of all.”” This remedy is to be 
found in the establishment of one standard meas- 
ure of property only. (Applause.) The evil of 
having two standards arises, as already observed, 
from the impossibility of so fixing their relative 
values by law that one or the other may not, at 
times, become of more value in the market than 
estimating by regulation; and when this happens 
it will be bought and sold according to its market 
value regardless of the law. The adoption of one 
as a standard measure of property is recommend- 
ed by its simplicity. No change in the mint regu 

lations can ever be required, and it removes every 
pretext for dishonest or governments to 
debase their value. All agree that the measures 
of weight and capacity should be based on a 
unit, determinable by some fixed law of nature, 
and none will contend that this measure, to be per- 
fected by referring to two or more available laws, 
having no connection or equalizing principle to 
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unwise

This question has 
already been decided by a power and an influ 
ence that neither an act of Congress nor the stipu- 
lation of an international agreement can change or 
modify. It has been decided by the laws of 
economy, that bow to no masses, that acknowledge 
no superior. The monetary system of every na- 
tion upon the earth has had to succumb to their 
manifestation. Great Britain, with her advanced 
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maintain a sound financial system that does not 
unequivocally recognize this fact. The gold stand- 
ard, however, is not synonymous with gold mono- 
metalism, nor is it the antithesis of bi-metalism. 
The standard metal of which the unit of value is 
composed is one thing rhe value of metal fixed 
by that unit is another and very different thing. 
The measure may be composed of either gold or 
silver, the only requisite being a measure 
equal to the standard unit. (Applause.) 

The gold dollar is always equal in value to the 
dollar in gold. There can be no variance between 
the market value of the gold in usage and the 
unit; hence they always have the same value meas 
ure in coins of other nations. With the gold stand- 
ard and a financial system that will insure a main- 
tenance of every dollar of silver and paper money 
at a parity, the unit of value will be the same 
for a citizen of the United States whether at home 
or abroad. No matter what may be the character 
of his money he will never be under the necessity 
of making an inquiry as to its value

Cuicaco, Ill., Feb. 12—The Chicago 
Jewelers’ Association have taken vigorous 
action regarding the use of 
measure of value in the commercial world. 
In a petition circulated the past week they 
express appreciation of the action of the 
national House of Representatives in deny- 
ing the right of the Government to pay for 
bonds in silver, and urge the Illinois rep 
resentatives at Washington to keep up 
their fight for currency reform on a gold 
The petition and signatures follow:

We, the undersigned, members of the wholesale 
and retail jewelry and kindred trades of the 
city of Chicago, hereby express our appreciation 
ef the prompt action of the United States House 
of Representatives in rejecting the resolution for 
the payment of Government bonds in silver re- 
cently brought before it, and respectfully petition 
the Senators and Representatives of the State of 
Illinois not to abate their efforts for a reform of 
our currency laws based upon an unequivocal 
adoption of the gold standard

to any stability in business, and that the ques- 
tion should be pressed continuously until a final 
settlement is reached:

The Affairs of the Pairpoint Mfg. Co, 

Cuicaco, Ill., Feb. 12,—The news of the 
business troubles of the Pairpoint Mfg. Co., 
as telegraphed from New Bedford on the 
7th, was a surprise to the trade. For the past 
year or two the company had been reduc- 
ing their expenses in this city and with- 
drew their stocks from the Chicago sales- 
rooms previous to giving up their store at 
224 Wabash Ave., last May. Up to seven 
weeks ago the company had two offices 
here—the silver plated ware at 137 Wabash 
Ave. and the glass line in the Trude build- 
ing. The latter was withdrawn a few weeks 
ago, and both lines were represented on 
the road by travelers direct from the fac- 
tory. 

The Sheriff of New York County has re- 
ceived two attachments against the Pair- 
point Mig. Co., of New Bedford, Mass., 
and 46 Murray St., in favor of John D. 
Wing for $865, and Jacob D. Ackerman 
for $143. Nothing was seized under the at- 
tachment, as the Sheriff was informed that 
all the property was in the hands of the re- 
ceivers appointed by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Massachusetts. A formal 
levy was made on some goods at Pier 40, 
but these were later released. 





Liability of Goods Kept in Storage by 

' Jeweler. 

The Appellate Division of the New York 
Supreme Court last week handed down an 
opinion on the question of a jewelers’ lia- 
bility on goods in storage, raised in the 
appeal of Tiffany & Co. from a judgment 
in favor of Mrs. Annette B. Markoe, argued 
last month. The judgment, which was for 
$3,220, was recovered by Mrs. Markoe in 
a suit for the value of a trunk of silver ware 
and other property left on storage with Tif- 
fany & Co. about eight years ago, under a 
written agreement that the trunk and its 
contents were to be kept safely and redeliv- 
ered on surrender of the receipt. After 
the storage of the trunk it was delivered by 
Tiffany & Co. to William B. Wetmore, 
then the plaintiff's husband. At that time 
the defendants had no knowledge or suspi- 
cion that the relations between the two 
were anything but amicable. After being 
divorced from Wetmore the plaintiff mar- 
ried Dr. James W. Markoe. The action 
was not brought until March, 1895, nearly 
six years after plaintiff had learned the 
trunk had been delivered to her husband. 

Upon the trial of the action the Judge 
charged the jury that if the articles, con- 
ceded to have been wedding presents, were 
made to plaintiff, they were her individual 
property; if, on the other hand, they were 
made to Mr. and Mrs. Wetmore, jointly, 
they became the property of both, and a de- 
livery by Tiffany & Co. to either would be 
a delivery to both, constituting a perfect 
defense as to such articles. The jury, not- 
withstanding this charge, gave Mrs. Mar- 
koe the above verdict, which the Appel- 
late Division, on Friday, reduced to $1,694, 
the value of a gold service being fixed at 
$285, instead of $1,500, as estimated by the 
jury. Justice Ingraham, who gives the 
opinion, holds there was a presumption 
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that the contents of the trunk belonged to 
the plaintiff. 

“The plaintiff, being in possession of this 
property, and entitled to such possession, 
as joint owner, would be entitled to main- 
tain that possession, and the property hav- 
ing been delivered to the defendant for safe 
keeping, any act of the defendant in de- 
livering the property to another, by which 
her possession is taken away, would entitle 
the bailor to maintain an action for con- 
version of the property. Unless plaintiff 
consents to this reduction in the verdict, 
the judgment is reversed and a new trial 
ordered.”

Owing to a misapprehension among 
some of the policy holders of the Jewelers’ 
Safety Fund Society, as to the exact scope 
of Class B policies the following letter was 
sent recently to the members: 

To Members holding Class B Policies: 

As there seems to be a misunderstanding on the 
part of some of our members as to the kind of 
goods covered by our “B” policy, your Executive 
Committee desires to call your attention to con- 
ditions of No. 3 of such policy, which reads: 

“This policy does not cover goods held or pos- 
sessed by the assured, but not owned by him, after 
the same shall have been delivered to the mail, or 
to an express company, for transportation to the 
owner, or other person from whom the assured 
received the same, or to the person to whom the 
same are directed to be sent by such owner, or 
other person from whom the same were received 
by the assured.” 

In speaking of the letter to a CrRCULAR 
reporter, Secretary Goddard stated that it 
was issued because one or two members 
who claimed assurance on goods sent to 
them for repair and that were lost in re- 
shipment, contended that such a provision 
was not known to be in the policy. This 
clause, Mr. Goddard said, had been. used 
in the policies for 10 years, and was orig- 
inally incorporated into it to stop the prac- 
tice of firms, not members, sending their 
goods to be shipped by a house holding a 
policy, in order that the goods would be 
covered in case of loss. It was also done 
to prevent members from claiming assur- 
ance on goods sent to them to be repaired. 

Many members understood from the 
above circular that the clause contained 
therein exempted goods held on memoran- 
dum that were sent to third parties, and 
also goods held by a firm on commission or 
consignment, This, Mr. Goddard stated, 
is not the case, as the policy covers all 
goods that are practically at the disposal 
of the members—in fact, wherever suf- 
ficient title vests in the member to make 
them his goods for all purposes of sale.

to the English authorities, it is “jewellery.” 
There is an evident lack of harmoniousness 
in the question itself, there being in it a 
confounding of the American and English 
modes of spelling. In the spelling of 
many words do the authoritative diction- 
aries of England differ from those of Amer- 
ica. However, if we are to judge from an 
article on or rather against phonetic spell- 
ing in a recent issue of The Academy, the 
English critical review, there is a move- 
ment among writers in England to adapt 
the usual American form of the latter word. 
Says the writer referred to: 

We should never accustom ourselves to saying 
that an article was “mad in Jedmani” or ‘mad 
in Frans.” Nor is it necessary that we should. 
I have always thought the spelling reformers mis- 
took the conditions of the problem. Our spelling 
may be erratic, but the printed word is a kind 
of visual counter. We learn to recognize it, and 
to spell it, by the eye. How often do we feel 
that a word looks wrongly spelt? Words have to 
be taken en bloc, and it would be exactly the same 
with the “fonetic’” monstrosities proposed as 
their substitutes. In reading, we never get at the 
sense of a word by spelling it, and “cough” and 
“plough,” although theoretically anomalous and 
incongruous, present no practical difficulty. Still, 
spelling might in certain cases be simplified with 
advantage. “Program” and “jewelry” are better 


than the accepted forms “programme,” “jew- 
ellery.”’ 
The almost universal forms of the two 


words in America are “jeweller” and “jew- 


elry,” although “jewellry” is often seen. 
Aside from the fact that usage warrants 
the forms “jeweler” and “jewelry,” they 


having been used by THE JEWELERS’ CiR- 
CULAR when it was founded, 29 years ago, 
and since retained, several authoritative lex- 
icographers sanction the shorter form of 
the words in preference to “jeweller,” “jew- 
ellry” and “jewellery.” Webster prefers 
the word “jeweler” to “jeweller,” and “jew- 
elry’” to the English form, “jewellery,” 
while the New Standard Dictionary also 
follows these preferred forms of the words 
The doubling in the derivatives of the 
final “l’’ in the word jewel is based upon 
the desire to prevent the vowel in the final 
syllable of the primitive from being inac- 
curately pronounced long in the 
tives. But this danger is not universally 
felt, the standard American dictionaries es- 
pecially refusing to feel it in all cases. No 
thoughtless departure should be permissible 
from the spelling used by the

“IT have had the 
translation of a number of the 
Murashu & Sons, and very interesting they are. 
The late Sir Henry S. Maine would found 
in them valuable information to confirm 
many of his conclusions upon law, and 
probably to modify others. In regard to these 
documents perhaps the most conspicuous feature 
is the publicity that was given and probably re- 
quired to give them validity. Here, for example, 
is a guarantee for twenty years that an emerald 
is so well set that it will not fall out; ‘Bel-ahid- 
dina and Bel-shunu, sons of Bel, and Hatin, son of 
Bazuza, spoke unto Bel-nadinshumu, son of Mur- 
ashu, as follows: “‘As concerns the gold ring set 
with an emerald, we guarantee that for twenty 
years the emerald will not fall out of the ring. 
If it should fall out before the expiry of twenty 
years Bel-ahiddina (and the two others) shall 
pay to Bel-nadinshumu an indemnity of ten mana 
of silver.””’ Then follow the names of seven wit- 
nesses and of an official who is described as the 
Scribe of the Concordance of Proper Names. The 
document is concluded with the Thumbnail-mark 
of Bel-ahiddina, Bel-shunu, and Hatin, instead of 
their seal.” 

When it is considered that Murashu & 
Sons were in business at the time of Art- 
axerxes I. (464 to 424 B. C.) and Darius 
II. (423 to 405 B. C.), it will be under- 
stood that the guarantee is no new thing 
in the jewelry trade. But, lor! what skilful 
jewelers the old Nippurians must have 
been! To guarantee to-day that a filled 
watch case will live 20 years without dis- 
closing its interior material may not be 
an altogether difficult matter, but we 
would like to find the jeweler who would 
guarantee, at the risk of a big indemnity, 
that in 20 years a stone would not fall out 
of its setting.

The Optist’s Code of Ethics. 


IN THREE PAPERS—PAPER III. 


Of the Duties of the Profession to the 
Public and of the Obligations of the Pub- 
lic to the Profession. 

Art. I.—Duties of the Profession to the 
Public. 

Sec. r. As good citizens, it is the duty of 
optists to be ever diligent for the welfare of 
the community and to bear their part in 
sustaining its institutions and _ burdens; 
they should also be ever ready to give 
counsel to the public in relation to matters 
especially appertaining to their profession. 

Sec. 2. Optical men should also be al- 
ways ready, when called upon by the le- 
gally constituted authorities, to enlighten 
them on subjects strictly optical. But in 
this case it is just, in consequence of the 
time, labor and skill required and the re- 
sponsibility they incur, that the public 
should award them a proper honorarium. 

Sec. 3. It is the duty of optists who are 
frequent witnesses of the enormities com- 
mitted by ignorance to enlighten the public 
on these subjects; to expose the injuries 
sustained by the unwary from the de- 
vices and pretensions of artful impostors. 

Art. |I.—Obligations of the Public to 
Optists. 

The benefits accruing to the public, di- 
rectly and indirectly, from the active and 
unwearied beneficence of the profession are 
sO numerous and important that optists are 
justly entitled to the utmost consideration 
and respect from the community. The 
public ought likewise to entertain a just 
appreciation of optical qualifications; to 
make a proper discrimination between true 
science and the assumptions of ignorance 
and pretension; to afford every encourage- 
ment and facility for the acquisition of op- 
tical education, and no longer to allow the 
time to pass without a law placed upon the 
statute books regulating the profession of 
Optometry.

Second Annual Examinations of the Penn- 
sylvania Optical Society. 


REPORTED BY T. HAINES MOORE, SECRETARY. 


The second annual examinations of the 
Optical Society of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania were held on Feb. 1, at the Com- 
monwealth Hotel, Harrisburgh, Pa. The 
morning and afternoon sessions were de- 
voted to the oral, written and trial case 
work, and about 15 members took the ex- 
amination, five being successful. Those 
passing were: C. E, Longstreth, Philadel- 
phia; C. C. Hohmeyer, East Stroudsburg, 
Pa.; D. L. Cleeland, Butler, Pa.; A. J. 
Hallock, Wyalusing, Pa., and J. L. Miller, 
Williamsport, Pa. The board of exam- 
iners were: T. Haines Moore, Philadel- 
phia; Wm. M. Updegrave, Johnstown, Pa., 
and T. Ellis Leech, Philadelphia. 

In the evening the following interesting 
and instructive addresses were made: “Ad- 
vertising,” Wm. M. Updegrave, Johnstown, 
Pa.; “Object Lessons with a Trial Case,” 
C. E. Longstreth, Philadelphia; ‘“ Reminis- 
cences of a Refracting Optician,” H. E. 
Herman, Williamsport, Pa.; “Demonstra- 
tions of the Weiland Optometer,” D. V. 
Brown, Philadelphia; “Demonstrations of 
the De Zang Refractometer.”

No. 4. The images of objects which are 
presented to the eye are formed on the ret- 
ina in an inverted position. Give the rea- 
son why an erect vision results from an in- 
verted image? 

No. 5. What is understood by the field 
of vision, and what are its limits? 

No. 6. Transpose the following into a 
spl. cyl., the answer to be given in exact 
inches. [Example. } 

No. 7. Explain what is meant by the 
accommodation of the eye, and at what 
age does it practically cease to exist, and 
why? 

No. 8. What’ is the meaning of the term 
binocular vision, what is necessary for its 
accomplishment, and what are the advan- 
tages that accrue from it? 

No. 9. Name the coats of the eye, in 
regular order, beginning with the outer 
coat. 

No. 10. Assuming that all other defects 
have been corrected. suppose the patient 
sees the vertical lines on the astigmatic 
fan most distinctly, in which meridian is 
the astigmatism? 

No. 11. Describe how the Maddox Rod 
is used? 





No. 12. In correcting a case of diverg- 
ent strabismus, with prisms, in what di- 
rection would’ you place the base of the 
prism? 

No. 13. How would you correct the same 
in a case of a child, under five years of 
age? 

No. 14. Explain the use of the stenopaic 
and pin hole discs. 

No. 15. What effect is produced by a 
de-centered spl. lens? 

It might be well to state that only one 
optician answered question No. 6 cor- 
rectly.

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To Gold or Silver Plate Iron 
Wire. 


GERMAN periodical devoted to the 
metal industry says in preparing iron 
wire for gilding, it is first to be pickled in 
dilute sulphuric acid (100 parts water, 10 
parts acid); after scouring it is drawn 
through concentrated nitric acid into which 
a little lampblack has been thrown; it is 
next rinsed, drawn through lime water, 
and again rinsed. The wire is then entered 
into a copper solution consisting of 18 
kilograms (1 kilogram 2 lbs. 3% oz., 
or in decimals, 2.205 lbs.) caustic soda, 15 
kilos tartar, and 3'% kilos. sulphate of cop- 
per for 100 liters (1 liter 2.113 pints, or 
1.0567 quarts) water, and in it connected 
with lead or zine strips, so that after a short 
time it is covered with a sufficiently heavy 
coating 
The wire is now ready for gilding. An 
excellent solution suited for this purpose, 
and one with a nice yellow color, is as fol- 
lows: Dissolve 150 grams (100 grams = 
3 0z. 4 dwts. 7.08 grains troy) cyanide of 
potash in § liters water, adding 10 grams 
(10 g. = 6 dwts. 10.32 grains) chloride of 
gold; in another vessel 50 g. prosphate of 
soda are dissolved hot in 5 liters water, 
after which 30 g. caustic potash are added. 
When dissolved and sufficiently cool, both 
fluids are poured together and well com- 
mingled. To use this compound for gild 
ing, it is raised to a boil, the iron wire is 
then immersed, and in a short time it may 
be withdrawn, having been gold plated. 
For silver plating, prepare a silver decoc- 
tion by dissolving 100 g. nitrate of silver 
in 10 liters water, and adding 350 g. cyanide 
of potash. When the cyanide is dissolved, 
the silver bath is ready. When using, it 
must be heated to nearly a boil. The im- 
mersed wire will soon become coated with 
silver, at first lustrous, after continued ex- 
posure in the bath, dull. This method can 
be used for medium large pieces and other 
small*parts of iron. If wire in rings is to 
be coated with gold or silver, this method 
may be employed by loosening the rings, 
but it is better to let the wire run over 
rollers through the bath and to utilize the 
electric current. It must be borne in mind 
to at once finish the wire after cleaning, 
and after gilding or silvering to dry at 
once in heated sawdust. 





Coating Aluminium  Galvani- 
cally With Other Metals. 


E VAN AUBEL reports to the 
° Chemische Zeitung: To coat alum- 
inium with films of other metals, he covers 
it first with a barely visible copper film, ob- 
tained with a Grove element from a sul- 
phate of copper solution. This is deposited 
in a few moments and may be made desir 
ably thicl by the prolonged operation of 
the current, as the copper adheres very 
tenaciously to the aluminium. Other met- 
als, such as nickel, silver, gold, etce., may 
likewise be deposited upon the first cvat- 
Ing 

Experiments instituted by Chr. Gotting 
resulted as follows: When certain metals, 
whose aqueous or other (alcoholic) solu- 
tions are under ordinary conditions not 
visibly decomposed by aluminium, are 
rubbed upen this metal, then the metal 
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present in the salt precipitates as a firm 
coating upon the aluminium, if the rubbing 
agent forms a galvanic chain with the alum- 
inium and the salt solution so that the 
aluminium becomes the cathode. The me- 
tallic coating forms the more readily the 
more the aluminium is excited negatively 
electrical by the rubbing agent in presence 
of the corresponding salt solution. The 
metallic coating obtained this way may by 
strongly negative excitement of the alum- 
inium be thickened by immersion in a so- 
lution of the same metal (for instance, 
copper). The aluminium coated with me- 
tal may, by a simple immersion in a me- 
tallic salt solution or rubbing it on, be 
coated with a second metal contained in 
the solution, in so far as the aluminium 
makes the first deposited metal in the new 
metallic salt solution strongly negatively 
electrical. 

If for instance it is desired to copper 
plate aluminium, a concentrated solution of 
sulphate of copper is with tin foil rubbed 
upon the aluminium; the copper precipitates 
at once very tenaciously. For tinning, a 
diluted tin salt solution is rubbed with a 
brass brush upon aluminium, etc. 





A New Chronograph. 


CHRONOGRAPH for recording ex- 

ceedingly small intervals of time, 
such as a millionth of a second or 
less, has been used to record auto- 
graphically the compression by a blow 
of a cylindrical copper. 
In one case a 33 pound weight fell 15 
in., and produced a permanent compres- 
sion of 0.1658 in. in a copper cylinder, the 
time consumed in producing the depres- 
sion being 0.0030317 of a second. The ma- 
chine produces by photography a curve 
showing the progress of the compression. 
The chronograph consists of a rotating 
cylinder, with a surface velocity of about 
100 ft. per second, on which is photo- 
graphed a pencil of light, which is passed 
through a hole in the end of a rapidly 
vibrating tuning fork. The delicacy of this 
instrument is far greater than that of the 
ordinary tuning fork chronograph, in 
which the record is made on a surface 
blackened by smoke.

The United States must be divided into 
different districts in order to get better 
and quicker service. For instance: District 
No. 1 should be, say, at Boston, Mass.; 
District No. 2 at Pittsburgh, Pa.; District 
No. 3 at Atlanta, Ga.; District No. 4 at 
Chicago, Ill. This division would take 
in all the States east of the Mississippi 
River. It would require about two men 
on an average for every State in the Union 
to act as agents. Let us take one State and 
note how the system works, Pennsylvania, 
for instance, the other States in the Union 
being operated in the same manner. It 
will be seen that Pennsylvania belongs to 
District No. 2, with headquarters at Pitts- 
burgh. At these headquarters are kept the 
registering books, »rotective labels, etc.

Now we will see how the lost or stolen 
watch is traced. Presuming the salesman 
in the eastern part of the State sells to a 
jeweler in Philadelphia some _ protective 
labels. The jeweler protects John Smith’s 
watch, John Smith being located at a cer- 
tain number of a certain street in Philadel- 
phia. Years may change John Smith’s 
street and street number, but will not 
change his name. John Smith must notify 
that district of the United States Watch 
Protective Association in which he had his 
watch protected of the fact of its being 
stolen, giving also the name under which 
the protection was obtained. Hetherefore re- 
ports the fact to District No. 2, Pittsburgh, 
where a registry is made opposite John 
Smith's name in the registry book, that the 
watch has been stolen. Before this watch 
can be traced the Association must wait 
until the watch needs repairing; it may be 
only a week, or it may be several years, but 
it is almost certain the watch will some 
time be taken somewhere for repair. Sup- 
pose it turns up in Erie, Pa. There the 
jeweler takes it apart, and finding the label, 
he will report this fact to the Protective 
Association if for no other reason than to 
get the premium offered for finding stolen 
watches. If the number of the protective 
label that the jeweler sends in corresponds 
with the number of John Smith’s watch, 
according to the register, the stolen watch 
will thus have been traced. 

The traveling salesman is required to 
send in every evening a report of the work 
done that day, and also where he will be 
the next day ortwo. The description sheet 
that the jeweler in Philadelphia filled out 
regarding John Smith’s watch is sent to 
the traveling representative from whose 
district the watch is reported. In this case 
it would be the party whose territory is 
western Pennsylvania. The salesman takes 
the description sheet to Erie and calls 
upon the jeweler who reported the stolen 
watch, traces the party, and compels him 
to give up the watch, which is then re- 
turned to its owner, the jeweler who re- 
ported the watch receiving a premium from 
the organization. Supposing there is more 
than one John Smith who has registered his 
watch, the first John Smith will be John 
Smith No. 1; the next John Smith No. 2, 
and so on. 

It cannot reasonably be expected that the 
jeweler will take down a watch and take 
the dial off only in order to see if the watch 
is protected, unless in buying the watch 
there are circumstances which give him the 
suspicion that it has been stolen. There- 
fore, it is proposed to arrange the label in 
such a way that the jeweler cannot help but 
detect it. There is no doubt that in some 
part of its career the watch will have to be 
taken apart, and then the label will be de- 
tected. If John Smith’s watch should turn 
up in Illinois or some other State, the jew- 
eler would be compeled to send the news 
to Chicago, or other district city, whence 
the description sheet is sent to the sales- 
man who is in the territory wherein is lo- 
cated the jeweler who received the watch. 

This is the general outline of Mr. 
Brauchler’s system, which is susceptible of 
greater particularization.

Steel thus prepared has more 
bedy: the particles composing it are more 
closely pressed together; it files and turns 
well, can be heated more easily, and is 
not distorted or only very slightly in liard- 
ening, provided the requisite precautions

The Antiquity of Glassmaking. 





* is difficult for us to conceive a time 
when glass did not exist, though a 
glance at many an old fashioned house 
will prove to.us how much rarer and dear- 
er it was not very long ago. The usual 
story of its invention, or rather discovery, 
as told to every school child, was given by 
Pliny in his natural history. According 
to this. it was the fire that certain travel- 
ing Phoenician merchants lighted which 
led to the useful discovery. When and how 
glass was first made must still remain a 
matter of doubt, through Pliny’s tale has 
not been altogether discredited. The an- 
tiquity of glass was long questioned, but 
has been finally proved by explorations of 
Egyptian monuments. Pictures have been 
discovered, whose date goes back more than 
3,800 years. which represent Egyptian fig- 
ures in the act of blowing glass. Glass 
bottles, ornaments and many specimens of 
glazed pottery have been found in the 
tombs, proving that the Egyptians pos- 
sessed very great skill in the manufacture, 
so much so that certain authorities have 





asserted that the ancients used glass even 
more largely than the moderns. It is cer- 
tain that in Egypt glass was sometimes 
used for coffins, and also for statues of de- 
ities, 

The oldest known piece of glass work 
that has been discovered is a glass bead, 
found near Thebes, whose date is estimated 
at about 2400 B. C. It is shaped as a lion's 
head, and bears hieroglyphics. Other sim- 
ilar discoveries have been of another bead 
and a little glass ewer, both dating from 
the time of Thothmes III., who was the 
erector of the obelisk known as “Cleopatra’s 
Needle.” When Job speaks of “gold and 
crystal,” it is supposed that by the word 
translated crystal he meant glass ware. 
That the Hebrews were familiar with glass 
is certain, and it might naturally be con- 
jectured that they brought the art with 
them out of Egypt. Discoveries have 
proved that glass blowing of a very success- 
ful kind was practised in Assyria, in the 
days of Sargon (mentioned in Isaiah), who 
flourished at Nineveh during the eighth 
century before Christ. Sir Henry Layard 
found a small vase of greenish glass, blown 
in a single piece; on one side was engraved 
a lion, and on the other cuneiform char 
acters giving Sargon’s name. Among the 
same ruins was found a lens, proving that 
the Assyrians understood tl [ 
magnifying, 

Neither the early Greeks nor Romans 
appear to have done much to the art of 
glass working, though they knew how to 
appreciate the manufacture of Eastern 
craftsmen. The glass vases found in tombs 
belonging to countries bordering on the 
Mediterranean, formerly thought to be of 
Greek workmanship, are almost universally 
attributed to artificers of Sidon. It would 
appear that very little glass work was un- 
dertaken in Europe during the Christian 
era, and one writer has stated rnat glass did 
not become common, even among the Ro- 
mans, before the beginning of the third 
century. Before that period metal had been 
preferred for ornaments and for mirrors; 
while for windows, though wealthy per- 
sons could, perhaps, indulge in glass if they 
choose, other more or less transparent sub- 
stances were generally used. It is a ques- 
tion which would have been the more ex- 
pensive in those days, a window of mica or 
alabaster, or a window of glass. Glass was 
probably not used at all before the second 
century, and even after that date windows 
were far more often fitted with horn, or 
simply with shutters, than with glass. In 
the days of Homer glass had been un- 
known, at least he does not mention it in 
his poems: and Herodotus only speaks of

to Britain, but does not appear to have been 
known to the primitive inhabitants. One |
